“Whenever any man or set of men 
mask themselves and take the law 
into their own hands, they themselves 
violate the principles of liberty upon 
which this government was founded. 
They have no right to try men in 
dark places under the shield of the 
mask,” stated the speaker. 
“We 
must get back to fundamentals; must 
recognize the right of free trial and 
not be turned awa? by such subter­ 
fuges. No man is a good citizen who 
lends himself to ''Le execution of 
such plans, as he violates the law 
himself. 
Mob violence is not the 
plan to enforce law. Spontaneous ac­ 
tion of mobs in casts of great crimes 
can be understood, but secretly or­ 
ganized societies for mob purposes 
are not to be condoned.” 
The judge statec that the courf.3 
had least to do with law enforce­ 
ment; 
that the rn ist important Of­ 
ficials were the county attorney and 
peace officers, anc here he paid a 
complment to the officers of this 
county, saying none of them had ever 
fallen down on the *ob.

“that the man whe most frequently 
falls down in his duty of enforcing

in the jury box are swayed by the 
counsel an influenced by the minor 
phases of the case Instead of trying 
the case upon the real merits.

twelve men drawn from all walks of 
life than with twelve of the most 
astute lawyers or judges.”

Milk products are readily digesti­ 
ble by chickens and have a marked 
beneficiol effect in addition to their 
actual value, poultry specialists in 
the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture say. 
They especially keep 
small chickens free from bowel trou­ 
ble. 
Many poultrymen like to dip the 
newly hatched chick’s bill into the 
milk for their first feed as it helps 
to clean out the chick's digestive sys­ 
tem. 
Milk products may be fed to 
chickens and to older stock either in 
sweet or in sour condition. The more 
common practice is to feed these 
products continuously either sweet or 
sour, and not to alternate the use of 
sour and sweet milk. 
In feeding milk products to hens 
the milk is usually kept before them 
as a drink and also used to some ex­ 
tent in mixing the mash wherever a 
moist mash is used. 
Poultry will not 
get sufficient animal protein from 
milk supplied in this way to take the 
place of meat sera?), the milk must 
be fed in a thickened form such as 
clabbered milk 
01 cottage cheese. 
When fed in this condition enough 
can be readily supplied to give high 
egg production and good results with­ 
out any other animal protein feed.

Mr. Campbell has been in the 
employ of the Belgian government in 
constructing cotton gins in that coun­ 
try. Mr. and Mrs. Campbell formerly 
resided here, and have many friends 
who will be glad to know of their 
sailing for this country. 
Boma, Congo, Beige, December l l , 
1921.— Dear Annie, Cody, Ruth and 
Judge: 
Well, as we are going out 
of here we think of you people and 
know it wont be very long till we see 
you. 
As we came In we thought of 
you and knew it would be a long 
time; 
so you see every cloud has a 
silver lining and wt are now getting 
some of the silver. 
We have beeu 
on our way from Lusambo since the 
eighth of November— eating good 
meals, having good weather, and be­ 
ing with good people. 
Never have 
we had such nice places to stay or 
nicer company. 
Hope the big boat which we take 
December fifteenth proves as good. 
We sail on the Albertville to Ant­ 
werp and then take a train to Brus­ 
sels. 
The captain says he wants to 
make it by the first of the year but 
I doubt if we were coming out twen­ 
ty-one 
days— perhaps 
the 
captain 
knows how anxious everyone is to 
get home and he throws another 
shovel or two of coal and rings full 
speed ahead for us. 
I am not sure how long it will take 
us in Brussels but we are very anx­ 
ious to salute the Goddess of Lib­ 
erty and will hurry things up best 
we can.

STORY OF PARRISH 
READS LIKE NOVEL 


Whatever the outcome in the dem ­ 
ocratic primaries ot Texas next sum­ 
mer, may be the life story of Repre­ 
sentative Lucian W. Parrish, who as­ 
pires to succeed Senator Charles A. 
Culberson, should and will prove an 
inspiration to ev e i/ ambitious boy 
of the Lone Star State. 
The rise of 
this young Texan, for despite the 
prominence he had attained in his 
profession and four years in congress 
Representative Parrish is but forty- 
three years old, reads like a novel, 
up from poverty, thru adversity, to 
a commanding posi.ion of power, in 
tiuence and comfort.

Here the Parrish family contin­ 
ued the fight for a means of a living 
and requiring the efforts of all to 
that end, there was no chance for 
schooling. 
The mother instinct, however, told 
Mrs. Parrish that this fledging was 
destined for bigger things and, with 
the family now abit to be supported 
•without his efforts, she induced him 
to get a job on a neighboring ranch 
and save his money so as to gain an 
education. 
After a year and a half, 
working at $18.00 a month, he went 
to Bowie and entered the public 
schools of that place. 
Though far 
behind other boys of his age, he swal­ 
lowed his pride and soon began to 
make headway in the school, re tu rn ­ 
ing to work on the ranch during the 
summer. 
In the fall of 1898? Parrish enterel 
the North Texas Normal College at 
Denton, making up by hard work d u r­ 
ing that year, what he lacked in prep­ 
aration. 
Having gained his certifi­ 
cate he taught school for two years 
and in 1902 entered the University 
of Texas. 
Although practically with­ 
out funds and with no powerful 
friends, Parrish determined to rounl 
out his education. 
He remained in 
th at institution seven years and it is 
sc e to say won more honors and as 
wide a circle of friends as any stu­ 
dent who ever attended the univer­ 
sity. 
Although a Imrd student, win­ 
ning three degreed, 
he made an 
equally enviable record in athletics 
winning a dozen or more medals for 
proficiency on the track, at football 
and in debating. 
All this time, however, he was 
looking to the future and by taking 
special courses in civil government, 
political economy and the like, he 
was fitting himself for a life of pub­ 
lic service. 
Still without funds, how­ 
ever, he graduated and borrowed 
enough money to f.t up his law of­ 
fice at Henrietta, attacking the prob­ 
lems of life like he had those of his 
school and college days, Mr. Parrihh 
won his law-suits, %nd the devotion 
to the interests of his clients won a 
name for himself. 
It wasn’t long un­ 
til he had an established practice and 
acquired property and made invest- 
ments which proved of considerable 
value. 
About this time Mr. Parrish mar­ 
ried Miss Gladys Edwards, the daugh­ 
ter of Dr. and Mrs. A. Ii. Edwards. 
In 19i 8 he won the democratic nom­ 
ination to congress, from the thir­ 
teenth district of Texas, was elected 
and re-elected in 1920. 
During the nearly four years tha. 
have elapsed since he entered con­ 
gress, 
Representative 
Parrish 
ha J 
been mdt tai (gable and untiring in his 
efforts for the people of his district. 
Having an intimate knowledge of the 
problems which confront farmers ana 
stockmen it was but natural that he 
would be active in all measures to 
bring them relief o. make their lot 
easier. 
As a loyal and eonsciencious 
democrat, he has Vv. led with his par­ 
ty on practically all measures, altho 
he did not hesitate o step across par­ 
ty lines when in doing so he believed 
he would be advancing the interests 
of the people in his home and state. 
While Mr. Parrish has been a mem­ 
ber of the house, stockmen and farm ­ 
ers of the thirteenth congressional 
district in Texas have learned that 
an appeal to Representative Parrish 
for direct assistance or support of a 
measure in which ‘hey have had a 
vital interest never .ell on deaf ears. 
As a member of the unofficial but 
none the less potent agricultural bloc 
of the house Congressman Parrish 
has supported by both vote and voice 
the several measures advanced and 
endorsed by that organization. 
This agricultural bloc has to its 
credit a number o. measures which 
are designed to rt.ieve the farmer 
and stockman of 
many abuses to 
which he has hitherto been subject­ 
ed. 
It is composed rf southern dem­ 
ocrats from farming *nd stock rais­ 
ing section who have made common 
cause with restern republicans, from 
similar constituences, on measures of 
a non-partisan and non-political char­ 
acter 
Congressmen from these tw* 
sections discovered during the last 
two sessions that they spoke the 
same language and that by combining 
their forces they were sufficiently 
strong in many cases, to defeat the 
combined forces from the cities and 
manufacturing forces of the east, 
long denominated by the republicans 
and relied upon by the leaders to put 
thru or defeat any measure deemed 
inimical to their interests. 
Among these interests which were 
vigorously supported by Congressman 
Parrish was the one reviving the W ar 
Finance Corporation. 
This corpora­ 
tion, a creation of the war, was re­ 
established to aid in financing the 
farm ers and stockmen as well as to 
assist in exporting the surplus farm 
products. 
More than a billion dollars 
was made available but under terms 
which it is believed are financially 
sound and in time to avert incipient 
panic. 
Congressman 
Parrish also 
voted for the so-called Capper-Tinch- 
e r bill to stop strictly gambling trans­ 
actions on grain exchanges; 
for the 
stockyards and packers’ administra­ 
tion act; 
and for extensions to the 
federal farm loan act.

As has been repeatedly pointed out 
by Congressman P arrish in speeches 
on floor of the house, the financial 
system of this country is lacking in 
what might be term ed intermediate 
credits. 
The federal reserve system, 
as Mr. Parrish hail explained, pro­ 
vides facilities for financing the or­ 
dinary commercial transactions, bas­ 
ed on periods of thirty- sixty and 
ninety days. 
These are the short 
time credits which are utilized by 
m anufacturers and merchants. Then 
the farm loan act was passed to es­ 
tablish long time credits under which 
a farm er can acquire his own farm 
on easy payments covering a period 
of years. 
However, nothing has yet 
been done to provide the interm e­ 
diate credits running from a year to 
three years and which are necessary 
to intelligently finance farming and 
stock raising. 
Mr. Parrish, in dis­ 
cussing this m atter with his col­ 
leagues, has shown th a t if a stock­ 
man can be given credit, at fair rates, 
for a period of three years the nat­ 
ural increase of his herd will make 
the loan better all Hie time and yet 
he will not be forced to sacrifice his 
stock on a glutted m arket. 
Such earnest thought has been d e ­ 
voted to this subject by Congressman 
Parrish that he has been called on 
several times to accompany delega­ 
tions from Texas headed by a commit 
tee of Texas stockmen to appear be­ 
fore the W ar Finance Corporation or 
the directors of the federal reserve 
system to urge the utm ost leniency in 
regard to loans in that state. 
Congressman Parrish was one of 
the men who mane a determined 
fight to obtain an adequate federal 
appropriation with which to fight the 
pink boll worm. 
Hud it not been fo? 
the Texas congressmen, all of whom 
joined hands loyally in this matter, 
it is doubtful if congress would have 
made any appropriation to reimburse 
the farmers in the non-cotton zones 
and it is equally certain that the Fed- 
Horticulture Board, acting on pres­ 
sure from other state, would have felt 
compelled to establish a quarantine 
against Texas cott n. 
One of the 
most telling speeches of the debate 
over the appropriation for federal as­ 
sistance in fighting the pink boll 
worm was made by Representative 
Parrish and the argument he advanc­ 
ed undoubtedly b a l much to do in 
winning votes for Coat measure. 
He 
pointed out that tim pink boll worm 
was introduced into Texas from Mex­ 
ico and that it was the federal gov­ 
ernment and laws of international 
trade, under tho jurisdiction of the 
federal government, which was res­ 
ponsible; 
that the state of Texas had 
wished to do so, would have been 
powerless without support from the 
federal government to prevent the 
importation of infected cotton into 
this country; 
and the federal gov­ 
ernment should now seek to evade its 
responsibility in fighting the pest. 
As a result of the showing made 
the appropriation o* a half a million 
dollars was passed and a policy es­ 
tablished under w Bch the federal 
gdverntuen will bear one-third of the 
loss which may be established, w h e n ­ 
ever non-cotton zon as may have been 
established. 
With >he recent discov­ 
eries of the pink boll worm in other 
parts of the state, the continuation 
of this policy is all but vital to the 
farm ers in the cotton growing sec­ 
tion. 
The ex-service men constitute an­ 
other class to whom he has given de­ 
voted service. 
This they have learn­ 
ed and have called on him repeatedly, 
with the result that it is doubtful if 
any other congressman has a more 
imposing list of ach evements for the 
former soldiers in *he way of com­ 
pensation claims, allotments, and vo­ 
cational training assignments than 
this congressman fr^m the thirteenth 
district of Texas. 
As a self-made man, clean limbed 
and 
clean 
thinking, 
Congressman 
Parrish represents the very highest 
type of American citizen. 
He is seek­ 
ing the senatorship in the belief that 
it will give him the opportunity for 
still greater service to the people of 
Texas, a service tr which he is em­ 
inently fitted by experience, educa­ 
tional training and natural ability. 


AGENT KEMP SAYS 
COURSE TO BE GOOD 


County Agent Kemp says the more 
he does the more there seems to be 
done. 
Calls are m ade in all parts of 
the county for various demonstra­ 
tions. 
There is so much needed to 
be done and seemingly at the same 
time, he will have to limit his dem­ 
onstrations in each community, but 
every farmer or oth«r interested per­ 
son can have the benefit of the coun­ 
ty agent’s demonstrations by visiting 
the points at the dates when the 
demonstrations are being put on. He 
can instruct the entire community 
ju st as well as a few individuals 
while he gives a demonstration in ter­ 
racing, ditching, soil preparation, gar­ 
dening, pruning, spraying or any oth­ 
er helpful work on the farm. 
The most recent terracing demon­ 
strations have been given on the 
farms of D. L. McWhirter, J. W. Sciv- 
ally, G. M. Rowland, in Alvord com ­ 
munity, and Lee B aker in Boyd vicin­ 
ity. 
Mr. Kemp took an active part in 
getting up and putting on a one-day 
poultry school and egg contest. 
The 
session was instructive and pleasing 
to all attendants, particularly to the 
members and efficient officers of the 
Wise County Poultry Association th at 
has steadily grown in interest and 
beneficial influence since it was or­ 
ganized two years ago. 
About three hundred persons a t­ 
tended the school, and five hundred 
went thru the car. 
Some of the a t­ 
tendants were m em bers of the boys' 
and girls’ clubs of our rural schools. 
One principal of an excellent rural 
school, about twenty miles distant, 
accompanied a fine delegation of his 
pupils and patrons. 
All of them ap­ 
preciated the opportunity to see and 
hear and otherwise enjoy the bene­ 
fits of the day. 
Other schools could have shared in 
the instructive lessons, which the lec­ 
tures and the special car offered, if 
circumstances had favored their at­ 
tendance. 
They can scarcely realize 
what they missed, until they actually 
take part in a similar school. 
But 
that similar school is soon to be 
opened for two dq^s in Decatur. 
It 
is to be conducted under the auspices 
of the International Harvester Com­ 
pany assisted by the county agent. 
Complete plans have been outlined, 
efficient committees have been select­ 
ed and every detail! is being worked 
out to make this ane of the most 
practical short course sessions that 
Wise county has ever had opportunity 
to open to its wide-awake people, in 
eluding men and women, boys and 
girls. 
The lectures and demonstrations 
will include practical subjects in ag­ 
riculture, stock raising, poultry and 
dairy industries and the various up­ 
building features involved in home 
economics, which concerns more par­ 
ticularly every progressive woman in 
Wise county. 
The executive committee, compos­ 
ed of the county agent and W. H. 
Askey, is strongly supported by well 
chosen committees that will constant­ 
ly press to success their respective 
parts in this great educational move­ 
ment for all Wise county 
It is con­ 
fidently expected that these splendid 
committees will 
secure attendance 
from every school district in the 
county. 
It is earnestly hoped that the trus­ 
tees of all the schools will come and 
will instruct their teachers to bring 
in their higher grade pupils and 
will 
induce 
their 
patrons 
to 
a t­ 
tend in full force. 
Some of the lessons that can b« 
learned will be to correctly judge j 
paying milk cows and profitable poul- i 
try. 
Everybody should learn how to 
select a good cow and how to cull ; 
their flocks of poultry.

NEW HARDSHIPS OF 
U. S. CHILD LABOR 


The heaviest burdens of unemploy- | 
ment fall on children, according to I 
the results of an investigation con- j 
ducted by the National Child Labor 
Committee, hence which ever way the 
wheel falls, the ch.ld is injuriously 
affected. 
If the parent is forced to 
call on his child for help in hard 
times, the child becomes a competitor 
in a cheap labor m arket; 
if the fac­ 
tory closes down, the young wage- 
earner is thrown on his own resourc­ 
es and is apt to become a member of 
the army of the shiftless, a problem 
in itself. 
There are, we are told, 
2,000,000 wage-earnsrs under sixteen 
in the United States, some of whom 
are working now. 
According to a re­ 
port of Owen R. Lovejoy, general 
secretary of the committee, published 
in the New York Times: 
“The employer seeking to cut costs 
is inclined to hire children, perhaps 
enabling himself to dispense with 
more expensive help thereby. 
In do­ 
ing so he may not actually decrease 
the number of names on his payroll, 
but he may let another man go, and 
that man in turn may wind himself 
up against the same necessity of call­ 
ing on his children for help. 
Ob­ 
vious,!}' the competition in the labor 
market is increased 
“When a factory curtails its op­ 
eration, or is Shut, it is not only the 
men who are laid off. 
The boys and 
girls are laid off, too. 
As a rule they j 
do not go back to school, once having | 
left it to go to work. 
They either i 
loaf or hunt another job. 
Most of j 
the child 
laborers 
in the United 
States are in blind alley occupations ■ 
out of line for any adequate vocation­ 
al training, out of line for advance­ 
ment. 
In normal times about half 
of them are regularly employed. The 
others are idle between jobs. 
This 
irregularity of employment not only 
leads to a heavy labor turnover in 
the trades that use child labor, but 
it develops in the children a habit of 
shifting and of shiftlessness. 
It is 
from such material that the ranks of 
m igrant labor are recruited.”— Lit­ 
erary Digest.

Napoleon Cargill was marshal of the 
town the Messenger was here.
